REPORT CF TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Wakefield: 

Your Committee believes that it is desirable to 
establish a Town Forest, more for its educational value 
than for financial returns. We attach the following 
-notes of interest on the matter: 


The timberlands on New Hampshire were term- 
ed the most promising for remunerative investment of 
any state in the union by Dr. C. A. Schenck for forty 
years a practical forester in Germany and in this 
- country, in an adaress at the annual meeting of the 
New Hampshire Lumberman’s Association recently. 
He also stated that the rate of growth of white pine in 
New Hampshire is better than anything he has ever 
seen in this country and abroad. 


The establishment of Town Forests is one method 
of taking advantage of this rapid growth. Dr. Sch- 
enck stated that town forests would reduce the fire 
problem. In Europe the people love their town forests 
and they have practically no forest fire problem. He 
also emphasized the many-sided value of these forests 
through aesthetic, education, real estate and industrial 
importance. 

“The little local industries of Europe are support- 
ed by the town woodlands. There is no possible town 
investment that will yield as much as the town forests. 
White pine gives New England the best species in the 
world to plant.”’ 

Dr. Schenck advised that only half of the forest 
be planted’ with white pine and the rest to mixed 
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Dz 
species because of the uncertanity as to what the fu- 
ture holds. 

‘Beech, birch and aspen,” he siad, “may become 
as valuable as spruce after chemistry has shown what 
they can be used for. We are going to use our woods 
as chemical laboratories hereafter, not as quarries. 
The possibilities of making wood into forage is close at 
hand. The impossibility of yesterday is the common- 
place of today.” 


There is no land owned by the Town that is suitable 
for the purpose, nor is there any that would be donated 
that is suitable or accessable. Mrs. L. S. Edwards 
owns a lot on the trunk line highway between Sanborn- 
ville and Union that we consider very desirable for 
this as it has a very good stand of small pines of several 
year’s growth. There is plenty of land available to 
set out more trees and well adapted for the purpose. 
There is some cord wood on the lot that could be used 
by the town. The lot contains about 30 acres and 
could be purchased for $275 00, which we consider 
very reasonable. We would recommend that the Town 
purchase the same and make arrangements to set at 
least a part of the clear land to young pine the coming 
year.

‘Board of Selectmen, Wakefield, Nish 


Gentlemen: The New Hampshire Forestry De- 
partment desires to call your attention to the import- 
ance of inserting an article in the next town warrant 
calling for an appropriation of at least $400.00, for the 
purpose of continuing the control of White Pine Blister 
Rust in your town. The Department will increase 
Town Blister Rust appropriations 25 percent, so that 
for every $400.00 voted by a town the State will add 
$100.00. In addition to this aid, the State will also pay 
the cost of supervision of the town work. 


White Pine Blister Rust has been found on pine | 
in 219 towns and cities in this state. Investigations, 


conducted hand in hand with control work, over a 
period of more than five years, have proved conclus- 
ively that the Rust presents a very serious menace to 
owners of white pine growth. There is little doubt 
but what Blister Rust can be found in almost anv 
pine lot in New Hampshire. : 


Blister Rust has shown itself capable of not only 
destroying young pines within two of three years’ 
time, but also of killing, in as short a period as seven 
or eight years, pines averaging 30 or 40 years of age. 
Careful studies made of infected areas have proved 
that white pines 20 years of age, or under, once in- 
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fected by Blister Rust will never live to reach box 
board size. 


Since the spring of 1918 the State Forestry De- 
partment has been carrying on control work in 194 
towns and cities with the result that 1,860,312 acres 
have been examined and 16,258,443 wild and culti- 
vated currant and gooseberry bushes have been re- 
moved therefrom at an average cost of about $0.20 
per acre. Two important and encouraging facts have 
been brought out as a result of this work. 


FIRST, it has been found that in areas worked 
several years ago no new pine infections have 
developed since the removal of currant and goose- 
berry bushes. This is conclusive proof that re- 
moval of these plants will ultimately stamp out 
Blister Rust. 


SECONDLY, careful checking of the work per- 
formed by eradication crews has brought to light 
the fact that it is entirely possible for well trained 
men to remove better than 95 percent of the wild 
currant and gooseberry bushes. 


Control work conducted in your town, in coopera- 
tion with the Forestry Department has brought about 
the removal on 17,858 acres, of 83,447 wild currant 
and gooseberry bushes. 


The Forestry Department, mindful of the many ~ 
other necessary expenditures which the town have to 
make, would not advocate appropriations for Blister 
Rust control unless the need for action was imperative. 
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White pine growth constitutes one of the chief sources 
of revenue in a large proportion of New Hampshire 
town. It thrives on soils which are unfit for agri- 
cultural purposes. Its logging and manufacture pro- 
vides local employment, especially during the winter 
months, for thousands of people. 


BLISTER RUST CAN BE CONTROLLED AT A 
REASONABLE COST 


There are thirty (80) New Hampshire towns and 

cities which have pursued continuously the control of 
Blister Rust until the entire pine areas have been pro- 
tected by the removal of wild and cultivated currant 
and goosberry bushes. When less farsighted commun- 
ities will be feeling the loss of their white pine growth, 
because of Blister Rust, these thirty towns will be in 
an enviable position because one of their principal 
means of revenue will still be intact. 


Your careful consideration of this very vital mat- 
ter is earnestly requested. If your town should see 


fit to appropriate funds for this purpose at the next 
town meeting, such sum as is voted should be made 
“available until spent in cooperation with the State 
Forestry Department.”’ 


In case the town does appropriate, the Forestry 
Department will make it a point to hire such local labor 


as is available and as can be used advantageously in 
the town work. It will also request the Board of Se- 
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lectmen to appoint a representative who will act for the 
Board as a ““Town Inspector,’ and who will work one or 
more days each week with the crew. 


The forestry Department suggests that this letter 
be read at Town Meeting so that the pine owners and 
other voters of the town will have an opportunity to be 
informed in regard to Blister Rust and thus be able 
to act intelligently in the matter.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Wakefield: 


Gentlemen :—At the close of another fiscal year 
ul the town it is my privilege to submit to you and 
to the citizens my sixth annual report as superintend- 
ent of your schools. This is accompanied by the re- 
port of the school nurse. 
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The preceding table, giving the statistics of the 
schools for the year ending June 380, 1924, is well 
worth your attention and comparison with similar 
statistics for former years. 


The percent of attendance is excellent, and the 
number of instances of tardiness has been reduced 
more than forty-eight per cent below the good record 
of last year. This is very gratifying, and I wish to 
thank the parents for their co-operation in bringing 
about this result. Perhaps we have nearly reached 
the minimum which we can hope to attain in this 
direction, but I think that a little better record can 
be made in the upper grades and I again ask for the 
assistance of parents in seeking this improvement. 


I give below a list of those pupils whose regularity 
in attendance entitles them to be placed upon the roll 
of honor.

It is an excellent indication that the number of 
pupils who are continuing their training in high schools 
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is considerably larger this year than for several years 
past. Of those who completed the eighth grade last 
June nearly all are now in some high school. This 
will necessitate a larger appropriation for high school 
tuition, but Iam sure that this will be cheerfully made. 
It will be a good investment for the town. 


This year we are running eight schools. As only 
six pupils were found in the Woodman district, it 
seemed best to transport these to the East Wakefield 
school. In reaching this decision we were influenced 
by two motives; first, that these children might have 
the advantage of attending a larger school with its 
accompanying increased inspiration; and second, the 
saving of several hundred dollars for the town. 


Of. the eight schools in operation six are in charge 
of the same teachers as last year. Miss Bernice G. 
Blaisdell, who had served us faithfully and efficiently 
for five years, declined a re-appointment, as she had 
decided to give up teaching. She is succeeded at 
Wakefield Corner by Miss Reita M. Nelson, a graduate 
of Plymouth Normal School. At Sanbornville Mrs. 
Ruth A. Hutchinson is teaching grades seven and 
eight in place of Miss Nichols, who has gone to an- 
other town in the state. 


I am pleased to note that 585 visits to the schools 


were made last year by citizens. I wish, however, 


that a larger proportion of these visits had been made 
when regular school work was going on instead ‘of 
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upon special occasions’ such as Christmas exercises. 
We certainly welcome all visitors to these special oc- 
casions and want no decrease in the numbers who 
come to them; but it will be an inspiration to your 
teachers and will give you a better understanding of 
the work which we are doing, if more visits are made © 
to see the regular daily program carried out. 


During the summer the exterior of the Kast Wake- 
field building was painted and the roof of the wood- 
shed was thoroughly repaired. The outside of the 
Union building was also painted. The interior of the 
Grammar School building at Sanbornville was com- 
pletely renovated. The exterior of this building will 
have to be painted next summer. : 


Health work in our schools has been under the 
direction of Mrs. Anna EK. Clow, R. N. as for several 
years past. Her report will follow. 


You will not overlook the fact that, although there © 
have been several outbreaks of small pox both in Union 


and in Sanbornville during the past two winters, no 
school child has been a victim of this disease. It is 
only reasonable to believe that this fact may be credit- 
ed to the conscientious enforcement of the state law 
regarding vaccination. 


The work in all the schools is going on efficiently 
at this time. No radical changes in subject matter 
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or methods have recently been made. Looking back 
over the five years that it has been our privilege to 
direct the work of the schools, we believe that we can 
see considerable advancement. We invite the co-op- 
eration of all to secure still further improvement.
